‘DUMMY’ FOR CRASH TESTS

Joe was “born” last week and, thrusting aside child 
adolecence, started work immediately for Uncle Sam 

Joe is a man-sized dummy designed and created by S 
gineering Company, 25 S. Baldwin. His mission or gor 
world is to make flying safer for humans. 

He will be used in simulated 
air crashes, conducted to learn 
just how much the human 
body can stand. Torso and head 
of the dummy (no offense in¬ 
tended, Joe) are as near “hu¬ 
man” as is scientifically pos¬ 
sible. 

The body has been engineer¬ 
ed to withstand the same blows 
human bodies can withstand— 
and to.break and tear the same 
as humans. Even the especial¬ 
ly-developed “flesh” was de¬ 
signed to tear under the same 
stress at which human flesh 
tears. 

All joint motions of the dum¬ 
my were faithfully reproduced, 
except the ankles and wrists, 
and some of Joe’s “bones” will 
break just like humans.’ The 
head turns exactly the way a 
man’s does and the neck was 
made with the same stiffness 
that a pilot—tensely poised for 
a crash—would have. 

“Almost everyone at the 
plant took a turn at being the 
‘punching bag’ for this guy,”

Speaks Here 


Dog Owner 
Pays Fine 


Three exhibits featured the 
formal opening of spring ex¬ 
hibits at Pasadena Art Insti¬ 
tute Tuesday, April 17. 

The first is a retrospective 
showing of paintings, drawings 
and prints by the late Alson 
Skinner Clark, Pasadena paint¬ 
er. The second is that of a 
distinguished lace collection 
formed by Mrs. Edward Law¬ 
rence Doheny of Los Angeles. 
Twenty pieces of lace dating 
from the 17th to the 19th cen¬ 
turies will be shown. 

Early flower prints belonging 
to Mr. and Mrs. Dwight Min- 
nich of Minneapolis are the 
third exhibit. The collection 
never has been shown in the 
United States before. 


A dog owner was fined $10 
Saturday and ordered to get 
rid of his German-shepherd 
dog, accused of being “vicious 
and dangerous” and biting 
three Sierra Madre residents. 

The owner, Neil Fergus, 154 
W. Sierra Madre boulevard, 
pled guilty in court to charges 
of permitting the dog to run 
loose. He told City Judge John 
C. Mead that he had made ar¬ 
rangements to get rid of the 
dog Monday. 

“I know how it is to become 
attached to a dog, particularly 
when you’ve raised him from a 
pup,” Judge Mead said. “But 
he’s a vicious dog, and you 
don’t tie him up ... A dog 
like that should be fighting in 
Korea.” 

Fergus rueiully agreed, but 
pointed out thatthe dog is too 
big to be considered for the 
Army K-9 Corps. 


Human interest sidelights on 
Britain’s war-time prime minis¬ 
ter were related last week by 
Jack Buggies, private pilot of 
Winston Churchil 1 for two 
years during World War II. 

Mr. Ruggles, addressing an 
interclub meeting of the Sierra 
Madre and Azusa Kiwanis 
clubs held under the Wistaria 
Vine, told of several of the his¬ 
toric flights he made with 
Churchill, and other English 
and American dignitaries. 

Frequently asked how he as 
an American got to fly the 
British prime minister, Ruggles 
explained thal he began fly¬ 
ing American planes to Brit¬ 
ain during the Trans-Atlantic 
Airlift when the United States 
still was a neutral. 

When the English took over 
the Atlantic ferrying organiza¬ 
tion, he began five years’ ser¬ 
vice in the Royal Air Force. 
From there, it was just “by 
chance” that he became Churc¬ 
hill’s pilot for such missions as 
the Moscow and Casablanca 
conferences, he said. 

First Mr. Ruggles knew of 
his assignment to Moscow was 
when he was ushered info No. 
10 Downing Street one day 
after a fatiguing four-day mis¬ 
sion. Bedraggled, unshaven, and 
wearing khaki shorts, the flier 
suddenly was confronted with 
the cigar-smoking Churchill. 

“I trust you lads are happy 
about our flight to Moscow to¬ 
morrow,” the prime minister 
beamed. 

As a security measure, all 
British fighter aircraft were or¬ 
dered grounded for 45 minutes 
when the party left for Mos¬ 
cow, Mr. Ruggles stated. He 
described several tense mom¬ 
ents when the two British 
searchlights had the plane pin¬ 
pointed against the night sky, 
a perfect target for anti-air¬ 
craft batteries that might not 
have heard of the official 
flight. 

When they were safely out of 
range Churchill, his inevitable 
cigar bit almost in two, quip¬ 
ped: 

“You know, if we had been 
shot down, that battery com¬ 
mander would be the most un¬ 
popular man in England to¬ 
morrow.” 

Throughout his talk, Mr. Rug¬ 
gles alternately referred to Mr. 
Churchill as “the P. M.” and 
“the boss.” 

He described Russian fighter 
plans that served as air sup¬ 
port for the Moscow trip as 
“superior planes surperbly 
flown.” 

Program chairman of fhe day 
was James Heasley. Two new 
members were inducted into 
the Sierra Madre club—Philip 
Mitchell and Charles Holstead- 
er.

the Fire. Department. There is 
not one who could be singled 
out who would not give his life 
to save another, or who would 
not pitch to the finish to save 
homes. It would get tiresome, 
and we must admit, if we were 
to be volunteer fire fighters re¬ 
quired to fight many fires, we 
might get just a little tired of 
the whole thing. 

The fire drill took the crews 
to the newer part of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, located east of Santa Anita 
Drive. The distance of the run 
was measured as IV 2 miles 
from the station, with a care¬ 
ful speed of the trucks at four 
minutes and thirty seconds 
from the station after a sig¬ 
nal. That is quite a distance 
from the fire station. However, 
if the trucks were to arrive 
within ten minutes after a fire 
was discovered at such a dis¬ 
tance away, it would be good 
time. A fire can reach an aw¬ 
ful height in 10 minutes. 

The new location is well 
supplied with fire plugs of 
good press ure and lots of 
water. Two trucks were given 
the test, by different routes. 
“CS” Spears on “Old Snort” 
snorted up the grade in four 
minutes, thirty -two seconds 
while Charlie Brown pioleted 
the newer truck in a little less 
time. 

Arriving, water was soon 
flowing and if as good time 
can be made at a real fire, 
there is little to regret. 

The regular business meeting 
following drill last Friday was 
unusually quiet. The northwest 
corner must have had an ail¬ 
ing. The worst offense discern- 
able was Bob Clark’s brogues 
cocked upon an ash tray. For 
this he was quickly admonish¬ 
ed. The meeting was so orderly 
that time was called to pre¬ 
vent closing before the. usual 
hour. Joe Grippi reported a 
“fair” collection. 

Summer nears and with it 
comes the drying of the tali 
grass and weeds. Now is the 
time to plan the removal be¬ 
fore it becomes a fire hazard. 
Keep the hazards down and 
keep the FIRES OUT.

Do taxpayers really stop to 
think just what their tax mon¬ 
ey does? The voices of many 
would have you believe that 
taxes are as so much sewer 
waste.

At any rate, your fire depart¬ 
ment keeps down the cost of 
local government. Even tho’ it 
is not altogether up to" snuff” 
as far as insurance adjust¬ 
ments go, we still have a very 
low fire insurance rate. This 
is due entirely to the low fire 
losses we have been fortunate 
enough to declare. 

Why do we have low fire 
losses? According to the judg¬ 
ment of the writer, it is be¬ 
cause we are careful. We are 
careful because we are aware 
of the danger and we are 
aware because someone keeps 
reminding us. We are reminded 
because our neighbor was re¬ 
minded and he did not forget 
because it was brought to his 
attention. And so on and on. 
For this constant fire consci¬ 
ousness, we must be grateful. 

Would these present fire 
fighters be so interested if we 
had fires more often? Suppos¬ 
ing that we were drawn from 
our beds two or three times a 
week or even each month, 
would it be funny? Would an 
employer stand for his help to 
leave the bench, two or three 
times a week to fight fire? 
Would a volunteer who oper¬ 
ates his own business be wil¬ 
ling to drop everything and 
enter into the hard work of 
fighting fire if we had several 
fires each month? 

Our fires are so far between 
and fires of great heights are 
almost forgotten. Some of us 
who have been in the game for 
many, many years, well re¬ 
member that fighting fire is 
not for those who are weak. It 
ain’t funny! This is not in¬ 
tended as a reflection on the 
work now done by members of

unknown origin broke out in 
various parts of town,” said 
Colonel Thurber in posing the 
exercise. 

Members of the defense coun¬ 
cil were asked to explain how 
their particular division per¬ 
sonnel would act to meet the 
crisis. 

According to Mayor William
